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bl tres a look at a list of 
the NSlL's all-time 
leading goalscorers and it 
probably won't surprise 
anyone even relatively 
new fo the game to find 
Damian Mori’s name at 
the very top, and by a 
long way at that. 


And if you check that list 
again in 10 years’ time, 
he'll still be up there in pole 
position. In fact, if the NSL is still going strong in 60 or 
70 years, you can bet your boots, there'll be a lot of 
changes on the list, but not in the number one position. 


Mori's ever-increasing tally looks destined to become 
one of those records that will stand forever. With more 
and more young Australian players heading overseas 
these days, often with only a season or two of NSL 
experience behind them, it's difficult to imagine anyone 
even getting close to Mori’s mark. 


Looking at the top 10 as it stands now, the only current 
players to feature are Paul Trimboli and John 
Markoyski, both with 110 goals and both nearing the 
end of their careers. The only other presentday players 
that look a chance to reach 100 at this stage are Pablo 
Cardozo (98), Con Boutsianis (93) and Bobby 
Despotovski (71). 


It was only at the beginning of last season that Mori 
became the first player to score 150 NSL goals but in 
the short time since joining the Glory, he’s racked up 
26 goals in just 32 appearances, with four hattricks, 
including one bag of four. These figures are even more 
remarkable when you take into account that although 
he was Adelaide City Force’s regular penalty taker in 
his latter years there, he hasn’t taken any of the nine 
spotkicks the Glory have had in his time here and only 
five of his career total have been penalties. 


As it is, his overall strike-rate of better than a goal every 
two games (174 in 331 games) is quite staggering by 
anyone’s standards, in any league of the world. True he’s 
spent the last decade or so playing for very successful 
teams, but you've also got to take into consideration a 
good percentage of those 331 games have been finals 
where you're up against the best in the competition. 


Added to that is the fact he was often something of a 
lone target man up front for Adelaide and he’s obviously 
always been extremely tightly marked. 


However, having said all that, Mori will be the first to 
tell you, and rightly so, that he couldn't have done it 
without his teammates, both at Adelaide and now the 
Glory. And it's probably one partnership in particular 
at the Glory that has left opposition defences having 
nightmares whenever they play Perth. 


After sharing 36 goals between them last season, Mori 
and Despotovski have already combined for 11 in the 
opening four games this term. That's four more than the 
next best team total (seven scored by Brisbane Strikers). 
Although it’s impossible to compare different eras and 
they are playing with the best players in the league, the 
pair must be fast heading towards the status as one of 
the NSL’'s most potent strike pairings since the league 
began in 1977, certainly in the past decade or so. 


They’ve become great mates off the field and that has 
carried out onto the pitch where their almost telepathic 
understanding is uncanny at times. 


In the Glory’s first season in the NSL, Sydney United 
had a prolific front pairing of David Zdrilic (now a 
Socceroo and playing in Germany's second division) 
and Ante Milicic (who returned to United this season 
after four years in Europe). They finished one and two 
on the goalscoring list that season with 21 and 19 
goals respectively, while Wollongong Wolves’ record- 
breaking goalscoring exploits over the past two 
seasons on the way to successive championships were 
spearheaded by the trio of Stuart Young, Scott 
Chipperfield and Saso Petrovski who combined for 53 
last campaign {including finals). It may be early days 
and there are fewer home and away games this 
season, but at their current rate, Mori and Despotovski 
could go close to matching that themselves this season. 


In the end, it doesn’t matter who gets the goals but it 
must be nice to have two frontmen who between them, 
statistically at least, are good for a goal or two each 
game. And the worrying thing for the opposition is that 
they’re still getting better each game they play together. 
One can only wonder what sort of a partnership they 
may have formed had they been paired together five 
or six years ago. 
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hen Branko Culina first sighted Perth Oval, his 
Sydney United team lost 3-1 to Perth Glory. 


That was in March, 1997. Since then, Culina has been 
back in Perth as coach of Canberra Cosmos and 
Sydney Olympic. Tonight, he’s heading up the United 
challenge again. 


That loss to the Glory was a mere hiccup as United went 
on to win the minor premiership. It was a team of big 
guns, including Socceroos goalkeeper Zeljko Kalac, 
Socceroos striker David Zdrilic, Velimir Kupresak, 
Robbie Enes, Mark Babic, Ante Milicic, Paul Bilokapic 
and Rob Trajkovski, who was to later join the Glory. 


The Glory’s goals that Saturday afternoon came in the 
package of a thrilling double from Vas Kalogeracos 
and a single strike by Dale Wingell. Enes got United's 
goal just after halftime after the home side had led 
2-0 at the break. 


Only Bilokapic and Milicic remain of the side that was 
on duty that day ... and both have travelled elsewhere 
in the meantime. Bilokapic has returned after a stint with 
Northern Spirit and Milicic, who nearly signed for the 
Glory five years ago, recently rejoined the club 
following two-year spells with Dutch side NAC Breda 
and Croatian outfit Rijeka. 


Milicic, who bagged 19 goals in the 1996-97 season 
before heading overseas, has proved on his return that 
he hasn't lost the touch ... scoring in the 1-O win over 
South Melbourne two weeks ago and in last weekend's 
1-1 draw with Marconi Stallions when he rifled the ball 
home after only 20 seconds. 


United also won the minor crown in 1998-99 before 
crashing to last place the following season when most 
of its players jumped ship to join Parramatta Power. Last 
season, after setting the pace early on, the Sydney side 
faded to finish 10th after it went through three coaches 
... Alan Hunter, Kupresak and Tony Pezzano. 


Apart from Milicic and Bilokapic, 
United has strengthened its squad 
by signing the much-travelled, 
and very capable, Marcus 
Stergiopoulos and Ned Zelic’s 
young brother, Ivan, who 
replaced Goran Talevski just after 
halftime in his debut last Sunday. 


The Sydney side has won only 
once in Perth...a 2-0 triumph in 
the 1997-98 season... and last 
season’s visit resulted in an 
astonishing 5-1 victory to the Glory. 


The home side led 4-0 at the 
break with two goals from Bobby 
Despotovski and one each from 
Scott Miller and Gareth Naven, 
who ran the length of the pitch, 
playing a series of one-twos on 
his way to blasting what was one 
of the strikes of the season. The 
Glory’s other goal came from 
Damian Mori after 56 minutes, 
while Tom Pondeljak got a consolation for the visitors 
10 minutes later. 


A repeat of that scoreline isn’t outside the Glory’s 
capabilities, if last week’s 7-2 blitz of the Kingz is any 
guideline, but United is unlikely to be so generous in 
allowing red-hot marksmen Mori and Despotovski the 
same sort of breathing space they enjoyed in Auckland. 
The wise head of Culina will make sure of that.

HISTORY 


qc Sydney Croatia Sports Club was formed in 1957 and developed its soccer team one year later. The club was 
originally formed to provide a haven for Croatian migrants who had chosen to make Australia their home, but 
soon became much more than just a social establishment. Croatia entered the NSW first division in 1963 with a 
squad containing many imported players from all over Europe and South America. Yet Croatia was also developing 
a strong youth team structure — one that eventually reaped many rewards. Croatia won five NSW championships 
before joining the NSL in 1984. By 1988 they reached their first NSL grand final. Their star-studded 1988 team 
included Tony Franken, Craig Foster, Graham Arnold and Robbie Slater. Renamed Sydney United in 1993, the club 
had continued to be an important breeding ground for the national teams. Soccerros Mark Bosnich, Zeljko Nellere 
and Tony Popovic learned their trade through the Sydney United youth ranks, while 2000 Olyroo members Mile 
Sterjovski and Jacob Burns, both now plying their trade in Europe, came to prominence playing for United in the 
late 1990s. A rather youthful and relatively inexperienced Sydney United made the 1998-99 grand final, losing 3- 
2 to South Melbourne. A lack of finances did not enable the club to keep many of that squad, and a lot of the 
current team were recruited from the local state leagues and United’s youth ranks, although this season they have 
been considerably boosted by the return of old favourites Ante Milicic, Kresimir Marusic and Ante Moric, along 
with ex-Croatian international Aljosa Asanovic (when he arrives) and of course, former coach Branko Culina.

It’s very 
rare these days for a manager to be given six seasons and 
30 million pounds to spend in the first division.

Mori is so far ahead of his rivals that it has become 
a one-horse race and, when he also eventually puts 
his gear away in the attic, he may have set a target 
that will never be surpassed. 


The 31-year-old has scored 174 goals from 331 NSL 
games, giving him an astonishing ratio that would 
stand up to comparison with any league in the world. 
Twenty six of those strikes have come in Glory colours 
... from only 32 games ... 
already this season, it seems likely he will hit that 200 
mark before his Perth contract expires at the end of 
next season, 


and, with seven goals 


For the record, the second best on the all-time scorers 
list is the now retired Rod Brown with 137. John 
Kosmina is third with 133 and Francis Awaritefe 
fourth on 124. Apart from Mori, the only other current 
players above 100 are Paul Trimboli (110) and John 
Markoyski (110). 


Despotovski, who is a year younger than Mori, has so 
far plundered 71 goals in his NSL career, 61 of them 
in 134 games for the Glory. The other 10 came when 
he had brief spells with Heidelberg United and 
Morwell Falcons. 


So far this season he has hit the target four times, two 
of them from the penalty spot, and he’s on track to 
surpass his best total of 17, which came last 
campaign. 


His partnership with Mori is the most prolific in the 
NSL. They bagged 36 between them when they first 
teamed up last season ... and it would take a brave 
man to bet against that total being greater this time 
round.

wo goals to Damian Mori saw Perth Glory continue 

their tremendous start to the season with a hard- 
fought 2-0 victory against arch-rivals Wollongong 
Wolves at WIN Stadium in Round 3. The NSU’s all-time 
leading goalscorer struck late in each half as the Glory 
set a new club record, winning their opening three 
games for the first time in their six-year history. Brad 
Maloney shot just wide in the opening minutes and 
Craig Deans had a header cleared off the line but it 
was the home side that looked more likely to score 
early on, and they should have taken the lead after 22 
minutes but Stuart Young lobbed over the bar with only 
Jason Petkovic to beat. The Glory keeper denied 
Darren McDonald soon after with a brilliant save and 
the Wolves were left to rue those misses when Mori 
fired the visitors ahead with a stunning effort, beating 
his opponent on the edge of the area before lashing 
the ball into the top corner.

The latest FIFA World Rankings, released on October 17, 
show no changes at the top, with France, Brazil and 
Argentina still occupying the top three places. The 
remainder of the top 10 are Italy and Portugal (joint fourth), 
Spain, Netherlands, Colombia, England and the Czech 
Republic. The Socceroos climbed another three positions to 
be ranked 51, while Uruguay, their likely opponents in this 
month's World Cup qualifier dropped a couple of notches 
to come in at 21. Their South American counterparts 
Venezuela were the month’s biggest leapers, jumping 15 
spots from 104 to 89, while Ukraine suffered the largest 
fall, down 11 places to 44 and little Montserrat again 
came in last at 203. 


GAZZA HEADING FOR USA ? 


Everton appear unlikely to renew midfielder 
Paul Gascoigne’s contract next summer and 
the 34-year-old could be set to end his 
amazing career in the United States, 
according to some reports. Major League 
Soccer club Miami Fusion are one club said 
to be interested in him with boss Ray 
Hudson saying: “If he is willing to take a drop in money, 
it would be a perfect move for him.” Hudson wants to meet 
Gazza in the next fortnight when he visits England. In a 
spectacular and offen controversial career, the former 
England star played for Newcastle United, Tottenham 
Hotspur, Lazio, Rangers and Middlesbrough before joining 
Everton in 2000, along the way winning the FA Cup, two 
Scottish championships, the Scottish FA Cup and the 
Scottish League Cup. 


CAPELLO KEEN ON MAN U JOB 


AS Roma head coach Fabio Capello has 
announced that he would like to take over 
at Manchester United when current coach 
Sir Alex Ferguson leaves at the end of the 
season. Arsenal's Arsene Wenger and 
Bayern Munich manager Ottmar Hitzfeld 
are also thought to be in the running for the 
illustrious job. Capello has had a magnificent coaching 
career, having won titles with AC Milan, Roma and Real 
Madrid and the Champions League with Milan in 1994. 
The 55-year-old has a huge respect for Ferguson’s team, 
and United would be happy to pay a substantial contract 
because they consider him to be one of the most sought 
after managers in Europe. 


LIBERIAN STAR ARRESTED 


Olympiakos striker Zizi Roberts has been arrested after ~ 


attempting to cash a stolen cheque. The Liberian 
international striker was detained by police after he tried to 
cash a 73,000 euro ($A130,695) cheque at a bank in 
Athens. The 22-year-old, who signed a two-year contract 
with the Greek champions in August, was due to appear in 
court earlier this week. The former Panionis star has made 
31 international appearances and scored nine goals and 
has been touted as the heir apparent to Liberian superstar 
George Weah. 


MOTOR-MOUTH UPSETS DESAILLY 


Chelsea captain Marcel Desailly has 
described his run-in with Derby's Fabrizio 
Ravanelli as “inexplicable”. The pair were 
booked after clashing in the second half of 
last Sunday's 1-1 draw at Pride Park, and 
later had to be separated by stewards as 
the feud continued in the players’ tunnel. 
Neither player was lost for words, with Desailly saying the 
Italian had insulted him 150,000 times during the match. 
“| had a small altercation with Ravanelli, during and after 
the match,” said the French international. “His attitude 
during the encounter was frankly inexplicable. Is this due to 
the fact that he has not been selected more for the Italian 
team? Or maybe he has not digested the defeat of Italy by 
France in final of Euro 2000? He was very aggressive and 
it finished with him getting on my nerves - which is very 
rare, because | am usually a very calm person.” 


ONLY TIME WILL TELL 


After last weekend’s 1-1 draw with 
Manchester United, Leeds boss David 
O'Leary was confident enough to state: 
“The title race is up for grabs now.” 
O'Leary also criticised Ferguson's 4-1-4-1 
system, which seems to be bringing 
derision from many sides. “Playing one 
man up front doesn’t suit them,” he said. 
“We knew we could have this team on the rack. They are 
edgy at the back without a doubt. Two years ago we killed 
ourselves in the UEFA Cup when we might have done it. 
And if we hadn’t had so many injuries up until January last 
season, we would have pushed them. But we have a 
chance this season.” 


PHANTOM OF KIEV READY TO STRIKE 


"His goals horrify the rivals, and now his 
appearance will do the same,” reported the 
German newspaper Bild, describing AC 
Milan and Ukraine striker Andriy 
Shevchenko. The 25-year-old broke his nose 
in a recent Serie A match against Bologna 
and underwent an operation the same day. 
The Ukraine national team coach Valery 
lobanoysky called into Milan and was 
relieved to hear that his star asset would be fit to play in the 
playoffs against Germany, both in Kiev (November 10) and 
Dortmund (November 14). “Andriy serves as an example to 
all our players,” Lobanovsky said. Shevchenko will enter the 
pitch in Kiev wearing a mask like Zorro but he’s found an 
ally to fight those who claim the mask is a danger to 
opponents. FC Schalke 04 striker Ebbe Sand claimed that 
the plastic masks don’t intervene with the game.” The mask 
is very light,” Sand said. “Last season | had one and still 
could play freely even with my head.” And although Sand 
didn’t score a single goal playing in the mask, Germany 
national team coach Rudi Voller has no doubt Shevchenko 
will be as dangerous with a mask as without one. 


CASUALTY LIST INCREASES IN BRAZIL 


Palmeiras boss Celso Roth and Vasco da Gama’s Claudio 
Duarte became the latest managerial casualties of the no- 
nonsense Brazilian top-flight last week. Roth was told his 
contract would not be renewed following the club’s 2-1 
defeat at home to Internacional which dropped them to fifth 
in the table. He will be replaced by Marcio Araujo, who is 
the co-ordinator of the club’s first team. Duarte was given his 
marching orders by Brasilia-based Vasco after his team lost 
1-0 at Coritiba to slip to 25th in the 28-+eam league. The 
sackings mean the managerial casualty list in Brazil now 
stands at 18 since the start of the season. 


COUTO FACES CIVIL CHARGE 


Lazio’s Portuguese international defender 
Fernando Couto faces civil action in relation 
to his positive nandrolone test earlier this 
year. Couto, who was suspended for 10 
months by the Italian League in April, 
having tested positive following a match 
between Lazio and Fiorentina, could be 
jailed for three years if found guilty. 
Although it is not a criminal offence to take steroids such as 
nandrolone, magistrates in Rome are pressing for civil 
charges to be brought in relation to “sports fraud”. Juventus 
midfielder Edgar Davids, who had a similar ban reduced to 
four months, may also find himself back in court. Neither 
player was cleared of the charges. The Appeal Court 
merely ruled that their initial punishments were excessive. 


REF OFFSIDE #1 


A Yugoslav referee, whose performance turned the recent 
Belgrade derby between OFK and Red Star into a farce, 
has been suspended for 12 games. Dragan Tripkovic 
ruled out a perfectly good goal, failed to give two 
penalties and sent off the wrong player in the bad 
tempered match. His performance incensed players from 
both sides so much that two of them have since received 
lengthy bans - one for calling Tripkovic a thief, the other 
for punching him after the game. 


REF OFFSIDE #2 


Football chiefs have demoted referee Dermot Gallagher 
to the Nationwide League for failing to send Robbie 
Keane off after his recent altercation with David 
Beckham. The Football Association is said to be livid at 
the lack of consistency Premiership referees have 
displayed so far this season and were determined to 
make an example of Gallagher. Keane should have gone 
for retaliating to a late, high challenge from Beckham in 
the Manchester United v Leeds United match last 
Saturday. The Irish international pushed the England 
captain in the face, sending him tumbling to the floor. But 
they were both only booked, which has led to Gallagher 
being dropped from the Premiership list. 


SOUTH AFRICAN CLUB SACK GROBBELAAR 


Former Liverpool goalkeeper Bruce Grobbelaar has been 
fired as coach of South African Premiership club 
SuperSport United.” Bruce was asked to leave because 
he has let the club down by failing to find a winning 
combination,” SuperSport chairman Khulu Sibiya said. 
Former South Africa striker and SuperSport player-coach 
Pitso Mosimane has been put in charge temporarily with 
national Olympic coach Ephraim ‘Shakes’ Mashaba 
topping the wanted list. Since saving SuperSport from 
re eouiion two seasons ago, Grobbelaar has made little 
impact and recent four-goal drubbings in Premiership and 
League Cup matches spelt the end. 


FULHAM TO PLAY AT LOFTUS ROAD 


Fulham will play at Loftus Road next season before 
returning to Craven Cottage when redevelopment is 
completed 12 months later in a facelift that will lift the 
stadium's capacity to 30,000. West Ham's Upton Park 
was also among the venues considered and Fulham 
manager Jean Tigana actually preferred the Hammers’ 
ground. However, after much thought, the club’s owner 
Mohamed Al Fayed decided the closeness of Loftus 
Road outweighed a problematic trip to the East End for 
Fulham fans.
